Among the 
infinitely varied mean* that are found coo- 
dueive to that end, ia a aytttna of taxation 
pressing on producer*, not on con»um*ra. 
Of inch a system of ttMtion our West 
Indian Onion lata bar* bean the viclimt. 
The product* of their industry hare been 
directly taxed (we do not, be it ob tarred, 
here condemn the principle of direct tax* 
ation) while the. means of oonamnptiou 
poaseaacd by their induatrioua customer* 
have been aedutoutly leataned, through 
the operation of grinding system-* of cur- 
rency, and of kindred scheme* for lessen, 
ing the value of labour in the mother 
country. While, beside*, we have letaened 
the value of labour in England— and lea. 
aened by eooaeuutne* the fund from which 
the returns of Weat Indian proprietor* 
must be derived — we have heightened in- 
ealculebty the east of prod notion in the 
West Indie*, not merely by the influence, 
as wa have already stated, of direct taxa- 
tion to a tremendfoua extent, but by the 
procetsof imparling to negro labour a new 
and unanticipated measure of vain*. 

The result has been what might have 
been anticipated, English industry in the 
Watt Indies ban been robbed ol ita due 
reward. English capital, productively 
employed in th* Weat Indies, has been 
eon I seated for the benefit of idle con* 
lumen in England. In that quarter of 
the world the triumph of free trade prin- 
ciple* — the triumph of idle oonanmert 

"^^"south wSeT^thr'apirii of free 
trade bat exhibited itself in other mode* 
of action. 

Our Weat Indian oolonittt have always 
ranked among the moat loyal of British 
subject*. In New Sooth WtVs* there 
Mist i, on th* other band, no exuberance 
of loyalty— no aurwnbflsdaaoe of reverence 
for any existing institution*. Democratic 
habita of thinking, and lawteat mode* of 
action, prevail, in fact, almost unireraally . 

Our Weil Indian colon it! t have sub- 
milled, without a murmur, to the onprea- 
tire scheme of taxation which hi* weighed 
them down, while out fellow-subjects in 
New South Wide* are little disputed to 
submit to the pre tear* of taxation in any 
shape. Rather than contribute to the 
Exchequer of the mother country the pro- 
ceed! of a tax equalling in amount all the 
rent and all the profits of the territory

We have hitherto denounced all unneces- 
sary invasion* as unjust and immoral. In 
the case of India, tbey might alto be with 
'roth condemned us impolitic. The vast 
number of nation* already subject to us 
between the Indus and the Burbampcoltr 
render* an accession nf empire at one*) 
Oueroua and hazardous. We would prefer 
seeing the British pes sessions confined 
within their present limits to obtaining an 
extension of territory at the cost of juetice, 
good faith, or the welfare of the natira*. 
But political necessity ia a (tern and rigid 
deapot. She dtaregardt scrupulousness \ 
she deride* caution. Inflexible in purpose 
and rapid in her execution, yet eh* it 
neither capricioua nor wantonly unjust. 
She balancea the good against th* evil ; 
and although the may sometimes be re- 
proached with doing a little Wrong in 
order to com pat* a jrreat right, the oftner 
wave* a teeming rigbt to obtain a real and 
lading good. She discountenances arbi- 
trary aggression and predatory COnuuetl* ; 
but the still further discountenances the 
indifference which pro voltes contempt; and 
the tranquillity which hoards upintulland 
warfare for a future day. What baa been 
the history of our Indian pos»«ssn>ris ' 
Hat it nnl been a continuous scries of in- 
voluntary ar-quiaitinns T Hava we not been 
betrayed into hostilities by treachery or 
violence ; from collision gained territory 
and power ; from success in the Held formed 
pcoB table and honourable alliances j and 
on our pacific relations laid the foundations 
of gtcatcT glory and greater power t Those 
who at first oourttd us from fear have 
turned against ot in perfidy i and tit use 
whom we aubdued once were lulled by our 
moderation into a disbelief of Our resource a, 
and a contempt of onr daring ; until, in 
sell-defence, we were compelled to castigate 
perfidions friends, or to coerce rath and 
unprovoked enemie*. From allies and con- 
queror* we became masters, and those who 
round themaelvea neighbours to a new and 
growing dynasty invoked our assistance, 
and submitted ihemseivee to our protection. 
The same cycle of treachery, aggression, 
and temerity, wax again repeater) t and at 
last, despite onr sure pretest, from a alip 
of ground oa the meat of Hadraa, we ac- 
quired the empire of Bindoatan. But the 
conquests which have been achieved may 
enforce the necessity of future acquisition*. 
TheelemenUofinunialweakneatwillhardly 
be con lined to one 01 two parti oaltv Stale* ; 
and the helpleitueii which but sug- 
gested, or the misfortunes which have com- 
pelled, previon* submissions to the British 
government, may render future submission 
inevitable. In the States which hen re- 
tained, or seem to retain, their indepen- 
dence up tn the present time, causes mty 
now be operating no leta forcible than those 
which dethroned the Nabob of Bengal, and 
degraded the Monarch of Delhi into ■ 
glittering appendage of Saxon domina- 
tion. And if these causes be already at 
work— if at Lahore th* WnUter ia viewed 
with jealousy and hat red — if another re- 
volution is apprehended, wbkb to the snd- 
dennctt of the former on* may be added 
the atrocities of greater bloodshed, and 
the perils of further chssge — if already lb*

general. Our " Nonconform ill " object* 
to a Church of England settlement, inas- 
much at ha tbinkt that the Church hi* 
churchified all settlement*, tnd will thus 
introduce still farther the principle or in- 
tolerance into our colonies. It ii not here 
our business (o be either the apologist of 
the Church, or its impungerin any shape ; 
bat it appears to us a strange thiog todjs- 
put* tbe right of the Church or Kirk, to 
form ita own settlements with itt own 
money. A Church of England settlement, 
on the principle of the Kirk of Scotlind 
settlement, would be the reverse of a State 
Church one—the State would hare nothing 
to do with it — it would be self-snpnewang 
— and would, in very truth, pave the way 
to tbe general scknowledgmeat on the part 
of th* Church herself, ol the value of the 
eelf-tunporting principle. " Are not til 
die colonies under the British crown," 
my* our corretpoodent, "either now, or 
in tbe act or becoming Church of England 
ColoniesT'^ Possibly : and what better mode 
of preventing even the desire to exercise 
undue influence over the conscience of 
other communities, than to induce tbe 
Church of England (to it* own manifest 
advtnlsge), to establish it* own settlement? 
By doing so with ita own reserved fund 
for ecdejiaaiiral and educational endow- 
ment!, ire are only taking for granted the 
fact that differences of opinion exist, and 
tbe way to put an end to, by amalgamating,

render tsub religious community indepen- 
dent and self-supporting. Not, however, 
that a Church of England settlement it to 
exdudt Kirk of Scotland men from ita 
shores, nor a settlement under the Kirk, 
to repel the man nf the Church ; but 
where each ha* bis own house, the Kirk 
may be tbe guest of tbe Church, and the 
Church the geeat of the Kirk.
